Once a lonely cow pasture, the campus of Oral 
Roberts University now stands as a witness to the 
world of the power of prayer and seed faith. ORU 
represents the realization of a dream, and what was 
once a dream is now reality — the buildings, the 
faculty, administration, students, and curriculum — 
the fulfillment of 30 years of waiting and hoping of 
one man, Oral Roberts. 

In 1962, the realization of this vision began when 
land was bought from an oil family and the founda- 
tions were laid for the first buildings. It was a step of 
faith because there was no money, no students, no 
faculty, and few believed it could be done. But those 
with faith kept praying and believing, and one by 
one the buildings went up. 

The first building constructed on campus was 
Shakarian Hall, a student residence hall; it was soon 
followed by Braxton Hall, another dorm, and 
Timko-Barton Hall, containing classrooms and an 
auditorium. The six-story, ultra-modern Learning 
Resources Center came next; the heartbeat of 
academic life, the LRC has been called by the Ford 
Foundation, ”. . . one of the most creative facilities 
on the American campus today.” In the center of the 
campus the 200-foot Prayer Tower was erected, serv- 
ing as an inspiration for prayer and a focal point of 
campus life. 

On November 27, 1962, the official charter of Oral 
Roberts University was presented to President 
Roberts and the Board of Regents. 

Thousands around the world contributed their 
time, prayers, and gifts toward the construction of 
the University, and in October 1965, 300 partners 
who were directly instrumental of the Learning Re- 
sources Center joined in a Gideon march to light the 
Eternal Flame and dedicate the new facility to the 
education of the whole man. 


Once a lonely cowpasture. . . 
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Learning Resources Center 
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September 7, 1965 dawned as a day of triumph in the welcoming 
of the first freshman class of 300 to Oral Roberts University. It was 
an exciting day, both for the eager students who came from across 
the United States to attend this new college, and for its president, 
Oral Roberts, who was witnessing his dream coming true. 

Dedication day dawned on April 2, 1967, as more than 18,000 
people came from all over the United States and from other coun- 
tries to witness the event. Numbered in the crowd were many of 
Oral Roberts life-long friends and partners, distinguished 
educators, congressmen, the governor, the mayor, and a large de- 
legation of religious officials. Oklahoma weather lived up to its 
reputation and produced a typically windy day for the occasion. 

The guest speaker was Dr. Billy Graham, the well-known 
evangelist, and a close friend of President Roberts. In his dedicat- 
ory address, he admonished, “This institution was built by the 
prayers and dedication and money of men and women who love 
God, who believe the Gospel, and who believe the Bible is the 
Word of God. Let the Regents, the faculty and the students be sure 
that they understand the purpose and objectives of ORU. Many a 
school that was forged in the flames, exists today in smoke. May 
ORU produce a holy enthusiasm for the will of God. I propose that 
you determine today to keep a personal relationship between fac- 
ulty and students. Secondly, I propose that you determine this 
day to keep the faith of those who founded this institution. 
Thirdly, I propose that you determine this day to develop strong 
minds and bodies and high moral standards. Fourthly, I propose 
that you determine this day to keep an emphasis on evangelism. 
To this end we dedicate ORU.” 
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By 1967, enrollment had doubled. 
Seven major building comprised a part 
of the 500 acre campus. Two tri-winged 
residence halls housing 650 men and 
women each were added along with the 
Health Resources Center, which con- 
tained basketball courts, a swimming 
pool, the student health service and the 
Department of Physical Education. 

March 31, 1971, marked another step 
in the growth of Oral Roberts Univer- 
sity. Six short years after the university 
opened its doors, ORU was granted full 
accreditation by the North Central As- 
sociation of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. It was a day of victory and 
celebration! 


E.M. Roberts Hall 
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Health Resources Center 


The new $11 million multi- 
purpose Mabee Center was dedi- 
cated in 1972. Capable of seating 
up to 13,000 for certain events, it 
was designed to be used for bas- 
ketball games and other sporting 
events, concerts, dramatic pre- 
sentations, twice-weekly student 
chapels and the ‘Holy Spirit in 
the Now” class taught by Presi- 
dent Roberts. 

The Oral Roberts University 
Statement of Purpose is geared 
toward educating the whole 
man: his body, soul, and spirit. 
An aerobics program, a new con- 
cept in physical education, was 
started to help students maintain 
healthy and physically fit bodies. 
In October 1974, after sustaining 
extensive tornado damage, the 
Kenneth H. Cooper Aerobics 
Center was dedicated. The facil- 
ity contains four basketball 
courts, an Olympic sized swim- 
ming pool, an exercise mez- 
zanine, handball courts, an in- 
door track, classrooms, faculty 
offices, the Human Performance 
Laboratory, and Student Health 
Services. 

What is Oral Roberts Univer- 
sity “in the now?” Today ORU is 
composed of over 2,500 full-time 
students from all over the globe 
and over 350 faculty and staff. 
Their genuine Christian lives are 
reflected in their ministry out- 
reaches to the world. Whether it 
be through the music of the 
World Action Singers, the excit- 
ing basketball action of the 
mighty Titan cagers’ ‘Blue 
Machine,” or through volunteer 
work in hospitals, day-care cen- 
ters and nursing homes, ORU 
students help to spread the 
“Good News” of Jesus Christ. 
Oral Roberts was commissioned 
to raise up his students to hear 
the voice of God and take the 
power of His love and truth into 
a needy world. This miracle of 
ORU is still happening with the 
dawn of each new day. 
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It all started the first 
night the freshmen were 
here for orientation. The 
rains came at random, 
the air conditioner blew 
icicles relentlessly on 
their noses, the blankets 
had not been issued, the 
R.A.’s frantically tried to 
relieve the minds of the 
unnamed faces, and 
everyone wanted to go 
home. But they didn’t; 
third floor Braxton hud- 
dled together and closed 
the vents and moved 
trash cans under the 
fasted leaks, and re- 
quested help; someone 
to fix the place. And we 
made friends. Then the 
air conditioner leaked in 
the spots and made them 
bigger, and the rains 
came down and Noah 
started building an ark 
and the girls requested 
help. And then one night 
after hundreds of pounds 
of drips had dripped the 
ceiling fell in: first in the 
hall and then in a few 
rooms, and then mold 
and mushrooms started 
growing in some closets 
and the windows couldn't 
be opened and the air 
conditioner blew and the 
girls requested help. . . 


Oh, moving in. . . How did we 
ever get all that stuff into one 
room? Such traumatic introduc- 
tions to college life! For new 
freshmen the beginnings included 
the rigors and rituals of Frosh 
Week. Buttoning and banquets, 
concerts and watermelon feeds, 
and even an open house at Presi- 
dent Roberts’ home with his first 
lady Evelyn acting hostess. . . All 
this and more for the rookies, 
compliments of the sophomore 
Class. 

Then the veteran returning stu- 
dents made their way back to famil- 
iar stomping grounds and familiar 
faces, and it was time for the big 
business of the ORU lifestyle to be- 
gin. 


No one told mel’d need to bring a large eraser 
and elbow pads to registration. | was early, but 
then so was everybody else. Four of the classes | 
wanted were filled, so worked on rearranging 
my schedule, and just when | had everything 
right, | heard another class | needed close. . . 
Why me, Lord? Finally | began madly dashing to 
the lines for each class — and there were lines 
and lines and lines after lines. After standing 
forever at the HPE department | was told that my 
class choice was closed and no-it-wasn’t-posted 
because they hadn’t gotten around to telling 
anyone yet. | began grinding my teeth back and 
forth in my head. 
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Coming to the end — of the lines and my 
rope — | filed by and had my schedule 
checked and turned in my alphabetically 
catagorized computer cards. | was enrolled. 
Hallelujah.

The World Action Singers, as 
seen today by millions of people 
all over the world, had their be- 
ginning in the summer of 1968. A 
group called the Collegians, 
made up of twenty-four singers 
and a band, was one of the 
three or four World Action 
Teams on tour throughout the 
world. The Collegians was the 
first group whose ministry was 
primarily concentrated on sing- 
ing.
